Applicant argued that Margolus stores expiration times in the version list, the examiner agreed. However, Margolus does not teach a 
separate file to store the version list, but instead teaches at Fig. 2 that the version list is stored within the object f. Margolus therefore 
teaches the expiration data, or retention period, is stored in the object f . 

Applicant further request clarification as to "why the Examiner believes the boxes at each of the three storage sites in Fig. 2 are 
illustrating the content of the object f, rather than the version list for the object f, the examiner respectfully submits that each of the boxes in 
Fig. 2 are labeled "object f", not "version list", and inside each box are the version list comprising a list of different versions of object f such 
as "f1", "f2", "f3" in association with their expiration time "exp" , consistent with the description of Fig 2 at paragraph 101. 

In light of the foregoing argument, the 35 USC 103 rejection is hereby sustained. 
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
